governments of the

Colombia and Panama, whereby all 
matters in controversy between them 
are settled, 
have been signed by 
Secretary of 
State Root lor the United States. Min­ 
ister Corte/ for Colombia and Minis­ 
ter Arosemena for Panama. 
By the terms of the treaty Colombia 
recognizes the independence of Pana­ 
ma and the two countries resume 
diplomatic and commercial relations. 
Panama agrees to pay to Colombia 
the sum of $2,500,000 in annual in­ 
stallments of $250,000 for ten years 
as her share of the Colombian national 
debt incurred at the time when Pana 
nia was a part of that republic. 
The United States agrees to fur- 
j nish to Panama the money to be paid 
to Colombia in accordance with term« 
with the existing treaty between the 
United States and Panama, the first 
payment to be made nine years after 
j date of th»> treaty. 
The treaty also permanently fixes 
the boundary line between Colombia 
and Panama. 
This is directly of in­ 
terest to the United States as it comes 
1 within the Panama canal zone.

T. Fisher states that he has a ther­ 
mometer which always stood about 
two degrees colder than the govern­ 
or jnt thermometer, when one was kept 
here, and it marked 38 below at six 
o’clock this morning. 
The M. & I's. daily temperature 
bulletins from points up their line 
show that it was 40 below at Bemidji 
and points north. As mercury freezes 
at 39 degrees below zero, many of the 
thermometers were temporarily put out 
of business last night. 
The cold weather interferred serious­ 
ly with train service and it is said that 
the south bound Winnipeg flyer was 
annulled on account of the cold 
snow. No. 13, from Duluth last night 
was about half an hour late, while No. 
14 this morning, going to that city, 
was two hours and a half late. The 
train from the west yesterday after­ 
noon brought a bunch of 30 lumber 
jacks for Blackduck, from Fargo, and 
they were sent north on an extra, 
leaving Brainerd 5:40 p. rn. They got 
to South Bemidji about ll o’clock.

Madia, Pn., Jan. 6.—The story of 
the tragedy as related by Mrs. Cathe­ 
rine Belsel was the dramatic featur** 
cf the proceedings in the trial of 
Mrs. Catherine Belsel and Mrs. Flor­ 
ence Erb, charged with the murder 
of th«* latUVs husband, Captain J. 
Clayton Erb, on Oct. 6. 
Mrs. Boisel, 
who confess»»«! that she shot Erb, re- 
sumetl the story of the crime when 
court opened and for several hours 
she passed through a most trying or- 
dcal. 
Sobbing violently, the witness stood 
upright in the witness box and in a 
voice choked with emotion exclaimed. 
“I shot him: I pullel the trigger, I 
don’t know how many times -th en all 
was dark.” 
Describing the struggle with Captain 
Frb wh«*ii it is alleged lie chased Mrs. 
Erb. revolver in hand, on the fateful 
night, Mrs. Beisel said: 
“He came toward me and as he 
cam»» I sprang at him. 
T don’t know 
exactly how it happened. 
We tussled 
over the hall for the revolver, 
lb* 
pushed m • against the door. 
He had 
me up against the wall beside the 
bathroom door. 
I was braced against 
the door and I trb»d to hold him off. 
I gave an awful push and broke loose. 
He caught me again. 
I had the pistol 
and I fired. 
I was afraid he’d kill my 
sister.” 


Everything Then Grew Dark. 
Th«* witness pointed as with an 
imaginary revolver as she repeated 
the story and then dropped back into 
her seat “ Everything grew dark after 
that, and I «lon’t know what hap­ 
pened,” she said.

In rebuttal, District Attorney Mc- 
Dade offered In evidence letters writ­ 
ten by (’aptain Erb to Mtr. Erb while 
she was in a Chester hospital, and at 
other times in which he advised her 
to be cheerful and happy and not wor­ 
ry over the past. 
The letters w’ere in 
kindly tone. 
After offering the letters the dis­ 
trict attorney began summing up for 
the commonwealth. 
He bitterly ar­ 
raigned both Mrs. Belsel and Mrs.

Last Hummer Professor 
Walcott learned that the president 
would be agreeable to having several 
representatives of the institution ac­ 
company him on his hunt, so it was 
decided to Join forces. 
Three repre­ 
sentatives of the Smithsonian were 
delegated to accompany the president 
and his son Kermit, each having some 
special qualifications for his individual 
part In the enterprise. 
Although the Smithsonian institution 
is to get the benefit of the additions 
to scientific lore accruing from the 
Roosevelt hunt, no part of the coat of 
the hunting trip Is to come out of the 
funds appropriated each year by the 
government. 
The institution has a 
fund of $800,000 entirely separate from 
the allotments by congress, and from 
this source In part the money for 
the hunters is to come. 
The president 
and his son will pay their own ex­ 
penses, and the Institution will outfit 
the expedition and defray the expenses 
of the three scientists and the guide. 
No estimate has been made of what 
the total cost will be. It is stated that 
while the institution frequently pays 
large sums of money for specimens it 
does not expect to purchase the Roose­ 
velt collection. 
It expects to get the 
ecological, botanical and other speci­ 
mens free of charge save for the cost 
of outfitting the expedition and the 
traveling expenses of the naturalists 
and guide. 
The big game which the 


president will kill will be given with­ 
out charge. 
The youngest member of the Smith­ 
sonian representation on the trip is 
Edmund Holler, a graduate of Stan­ 
ford university, class of 1001, a thor­ 
oughly trained naturalist, whose spe­ 
cial work will be fhe preparation and 
preservation of specimens of large ani­ 
mals.

Woman Says She Shot Her Brother-in- 
Law Because She Was Afraid He 
Would 
Kill 
Her 
Sister—Tragedy 
Took Place After Struggle for Pos­ 
session 
of 
the 
Captain’s 
Pistol. 
Witness Sobs on the Stand. 


Media, Pa., Jan. 6.—The story of 
the tragedy as related by Mrs. Cathe­ 
rine Beisel was the dramatic feature 
of the proceedings in the trial of 
Mrs. Catherine Belsel and Mrs. Flor­ 
ence Erb, charged with the murder 
of the latter’s husband, Captain J. 
Clayton Erb, on Oct. 6. 
Mrs. Beisel, 
who confessed that she shot Erb, re­ 
sumed the story of the crime when 
court opened and for several hours 
she passed through a most trying or­ 
deal. 
Sobbing violently, the witness stood 
upright in tile witness box and in a 
voice choked with emotion exclaimed. 
”1 shot him; I pullel the trigger, I 
don’t know how many times—then a1) 
was dark.” 
Describing the struggle with Captain 
Erb when it is alleged he chased Mrs. 
Erb, revolver in hand, on the fateful 
night, Mrs. Beisel said: 
“He came toward me and as he 
came I sprang at him. 
I don’t know 
exactly how it happened. 
We tussled 
over the hall for the revolver. 
He 
pushed me against the door. 
He had 
me up against the wall beside the 
bathroom door. 
T was braced against 
the door and I tried to hold him off. 
I gave an awful push and broke loose. 
He caught me again. 
I had the pistol 
and I fired. 
I was afraid he’d kill my 
sister.” 


Everything Then Grew Dark. 
The witness pointed as with an 
imaginary revolver as she repeated 
the story and then dropped back into 
her seat. ‘‘Everything grew dark after 
that, and I don’t know what hap­ 
pened,” she said. 
In almost every detail the witness 
corroborated the story of the alleged 
brutal treatm ent which she and her 
sister received at the hands of Cap­ 
tain 
Erb, 
as had 
previously been 
given by Mrs. Erb. 
Important as throwing light on the 
Erb 
family 
troubles 
and 
showing 
something of the attitude of Captain 
Erb toward the accused widow were 
several letters put in evidence. 
At the conclusion of Mrs. Beisel’s 
testimony a number of witnesses were 
called to testify to the character of 
the accused women. 
Several physi­ 
cians were also called to testify re­ 
garding the physical condition of Mrs. 
Erb at various times and of injuries 
from which she suffered and which 
she declared were caused by Captain 
Erb’s 
brutality. 
The 
defense 
then 
closed. 
In rebuttal, District Attorney Mc­ 
Dade offered in evidence letters writ­ 
ten by Captain Erb to Mrs. Erb while 
she was in a Chester hospital, and at 
other times in which he advised-ber 
to be cheerful and happy and not wor­ 
ry over the past. 
The letters were in 
kindly tone. 
After offering the letters the dis­ 
trict attorney began summing up for 
the commonwealth. 
He bitterly ar­ 
raigned both Mrs. Belsel and Mrs. 
Erb. 
He declared the murder to have 
been wilful and premeditated and de­ 
manded a first degree verdict.
